Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  mortality  of  your  District  during  the  year  1950. 

POPULATION. 

The  estimated  population  (as  supplied  by  the  County  Council) 
of  the  District  is  11,050,  as  compared  v/ith  11,040  for  last  year. 

The  population  taken  at  the  Census  (1931)  was  12,028. 

AREA 

The  District  extends  over  an  area  of  7,855  acres,  and  is 
situated  on  the  borders  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire,  at  a  height 
ranging  from  about  440  to  1,550  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  damp,  but  bracing. 

The  chief  industries  -  manufacture  of  cotton,  woollen,  and 
artificial  silk  goods;  leather;  iron  turning  and  founding.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  in  1950  was  164,  79 
males  and  85  females,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  14.8 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  number  of  births  wqs  174,  84  males  and  90  females,  which 
is  equivalent  to  a  birth  rate  of  15.7. 

There  were  7  still-births,  3  males  and  4  females,  giving  a 
rate  per  1,000  total  (Live  and  Si. ill)  births  of  39. 

The  births  for  the  year  exceeded  the  deaths  by  10,  and  the 
birth  rate  exceeded  the  dearth  rate  by  0.9;  the  mean  birth  rate  for 
the  past  five  years  exceeding  the  mean  death  rate  by  2.6. 

Tor  1949,  the  birth  rate  was  16.8,  and  the  death  rate  15.1,  and 
the  averages  for  the  past  five  years  were  birth  rate  18.2,  and 
the  death  rate  15.6. 

Prom  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  is  1.1 
below  the  previous  year,  and  2,5  below  the  average,  and  the  death  rate 
0.3  below  the  previous  year,  and  0,8  below  the  average.

The  health  visiting  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  County 
Council. 

INFANT  DEATHS 

There  have  been  8  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  46  per  1,000  live  births,  against  10 
deaths  and  a  rate  of  54  in  1949,  and  an  average  of  58  for  the  past  five 
years. 

Prom  those  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  is  8  below  the 
previous  year  and  12  below  the  average. 

Of  the  8  deaths  which  occurred  under  one  year  of  ago  during 
the  year,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  5  of  these  were  under  4  weeks  of  age.

They  were  of  a 
mild  character  and  chiefly  occurred  amongst  children  attending 
the  two  Nurseries  situate  in  this  District.

JESOLAT ION  HOSPITAL 

On  the  15th  May ;  1950,  the  Isolation  Hospital  situate  at  Holl- 
ingworth  in  this  District  ceased  to  be  an  Isolation  Hospital, 

Since  that  date  all  patients  suffering  from  Infectious  Diseases 
and  requiring  hospital  treatment,  have  been  removed  to  the  Marland 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Bolton  Road.  Rochdale, 


TUBERCULOSIS _ 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  or  non- 
Pulomonary  Tuberculosis,  against  two  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  and  none  from  non. -Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  1949. 

There  were  24  notifications,  7  of  which  were  new  cases  and 
14  duplicate  notifications  which  were  chiefly  notifications  of 
admission  and  discharge  of  patients  at  Sanatoria. 

The  occupations  pf  the  new  cases  were  as  follows:-  Soap  Works, 
operative  1,  Nurse.  1,  Scavenger  1,  Baker  1,  Household  Duties  1, 

At  school  1,  and  pre-school  age  1. 

In  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  ( Tuberculosis)  Regulations 
1930:  a  Register  is  kept  of  all  cases  notified  and  a  quarterly 
statement  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
showing  all  admissions  to  and  removals  from  the  Register  and 
the  cause  of  such  removals. 

The  number  of  Tuberculous  persons  in  the  District  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  was  43,  25  Pulmonary  and  23  Non-Pulmonary , 

7  cases  have  been  notified  for  the  first  time,  4  Pulmonary  and 
3  non-Pulmonary ;  and  7  cases  -  1  Pulmonary  and  6  non- pulmonary 
have  been  removed  from  the  Register,  leaving  a  total  of  48  at  the 
end  of  theyear  -  28  Pulmonary  and  20  nonPulmonary.  Of  the  7  cases 
removed  from  the  Register,  4  have  removed  out  of  the  District,  and  3 
have  been  notified  as  "Disease  arrested". 

By  arrangements  with  the  Registrar,  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
and  other  Infectious  Diseases  are  notified  on  registration  so  as 
to  facilitate  the  disinfection  of  houses  where  deaths  have 
occurredo 


DISINFECTION 

12  Houses  and  103  articles  of  bedding  and  clothing  etc,  were 
disinfected  curing  the  yo asu  3  Notices  have  been  sent  to  Schoolmasto 
or  Sunday  School  Secretaries  informing  them  of  children  suffering 
from  or  after  recovery  from  infectious  Diseases  and  prohibiting  them 
and  other  children  from  the  same  house  attending  school. 

Fpysr.TG 

During  the  year.  20  of  the  26  additional  houses  being  erected  on 
the  private  estate  at  Schore  were  completed.  In  addition,  2 
privately  owned  Houses  have  been  made  into  4.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  45  houses  wore  in  course  of  erection,  40  on  the  Little  Clegg 
Road  Housing  Estate,  and  the  remaining  6  on  the  private  Housing 
Estate  at  Schore. 

8  Houses  were  remedied  from  overcrowding,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  jear  5  houses  were  known  to  be  overcrowded  in  the  number 
of  persons  occupying  same. 

This  overcrowding  is  chiefly  due  to  either  the  shortage  of 

3. 


houses,  or  to  the  inability  or  unwillingness  of  families  to  pay 
the  increased  rents  of  new  houses  which  are  being  erected.

INHABITED  HOUSES 

The  number  of  houses  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  habitation 
at  the  Census  in  April  1931, was  3,561.  Since  then  366  new  houses 
have  been  occupied,  22  New  houses  were  occupied  during  the  year, 
all  by  private  enterprise.  During  the  year  "there  has  been  a  loss 
of  7  houses;  4  "Back-to-back"  or  houses"not  through"  were  converted 
into  2"through"  houses,  and  5  houses  have  been  demolished  or  ceased 
to  be  occupied  as  unfit  for  human  habitation, 

WATER  SUPPLY 

^fiie^Di st rict  generally  is  supplied  with  water  by  Rochdale 
Corporation,  The  supply  has  been  satisfactory.  A  number  of  houses 
in  the  District  are  supplied  with  water  from  private  supplies,  which 
in  some  cases  are  not  as  satisfactory  as  could  be  desired.  2  Houses 
have  been  provided  with  corporation  water  during  the  year,  in  lieu 
of  existing  private  supplies, 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS  1949, 

Under "the  above  Regulations, a ~lo cal  authority  is  no  longer  concerned 
with  production  of  milk  on  the  farm,  this  being  the  function  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  .fisheries. 

The  local  authority,  however,  retains  responsibility  for  those 
provisions  which  apply  outside  dairy  farms,  for  the  provisions  relating 
to  diseases  communicated  to  man  and  for  the  registration  of  decides 
which  are  not  dairy  farms  and  of  dairymen  or  distributors  of  milk 
who  are  not  dairy  farmers. 

During  the  year  23  Distributors  have  been  registered  under  these 
Regulations,  2  Dealers’  Licences  have  been  issued  for  the  distribute  n 
of  "Tuberculin  Tested"  milk  and  26  licences  have  bee  issued  to  Retail 
distributors  in  respect  of  "Pasteurised"  or" Sterilised"  milk. 

Samples  of  milk  for  analysis  under  the  Hood  and  Drugs  Act  are 
taken  by  the  County  Council, 

The  supply  has  been  sufficient. 

C.mMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  is  only  one  in  the  District  which  has  been  regularly 
inspected.

There  are  3-1  fellmonger,  1  glue  maker  and  1  soap 
boiler,  All  have  "been  inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 


SCAVENGING 

During  the  year  the  night-soil  v/hich  has  "been  collected 
has  "been  emptied  direct  into  the  Sewer  at  a  convenient  part  of 
the  District.  The  house  refuse  has  "been  taken  to  the  Tip 
at  Hollingworth.

CLO  SET  AND  ASHPLAC  S  AC  C  QMMODA  T I  ON 

There  are  now  3091  Water  Closets,  416  Pail  Closets,  and 
291  Waste  Water  Closets,  55  Ashtubs  are  housed  in  ashplaces  with 
doors  and  coverings  and  there  are  2,815  Ashbins.

SEWAGE  A1  D  DRAINAGE 

The  sewage  is  treated  at  the  Sewage  Works  by  Precipitation 
and  filtration.  1  Sample  of  the  effluent  was  oaken  and  the  result 
was  classified  as  "border  line". 

PREVENT I ON  0/  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  April  1950,  and  is 
operated  by  Local  Authorities. 

Prom  that  date  to  the  end  of  the  year  10  treatments 
were  carried  out,  7  for  Rats  and  3  for  Mice.  Of  the  treatments 
carried  out  for  Rats,  3  were  found  to  be  "major"  infestations. 
Maintenace  treatments  of  the  sewers  in  the  District  were  carried 
out  during  the  months  of  may  and  November.  In  one  "major" 
infestation  at  a  Storage  Warehouse,  the  investigations  into  this 
infestation  led  one  to  believe  that  the  source  of  infestation 
was  outside  the  District,  as  this  infestation  occurred  after  the 
delivery  of  a  large  consignment  of  a  food  product  which  had  come 
from  the  Docks. 

There  has  been  no  need  for  a  co-operative  working  during 
the  year  with  contiguous  Local  Authorities  and  with  County  Agric¬ 
ultural  Txecutive  Committees. 

FACTORIES  ACT  1937 

There  are  94  Factories  with  mechanical  Power  and  14 
Factories  without  mechanical  Power  on  the  Register.  On  inspection 
of  these  premises  a  reasonable  standard  has  been  found  to  obtain 
in  respect  to  sections  1  to  I,  and  6  and  7  of  the  Act. 


During  the  year  the  Sanitary  accommodation  at  6  Factories 
has  "been  improved  "by  the  conversion  of  the  existing  pail  closets 
to  closets  on  the  water  carriage  system,  or  the  erection  of 
additional  water  closets* 

SMOKE 

12  observations!  each  of  half  hour’s  duration  have  been 
made  of  smoke  omitted  from  factory  chimneys,  none  of  which  exceed¬ 
ed  the  time  limit  allowed  by  the  Council  -  two  minutes  in  the 
half  hour.
